Grievance filed against CSUS 
pending further investigation.

Reports on a lawsuit filed against the university 
last summer recently surfaced regarding an alleged 
hostile work grievance in Facilities Services. 

In June 2007, the State Employees’ Trades Coun- 
cil-Unified filed a hostile work grievance against 
the university. The grievance was filed by a group of 
skill workers through the union who all have a com- 
mon welfare issue. About 15 trades workers from 
Sacramento State's Facilities Services are involved in 
the grievance. 

SETC represents the state workers who are em- 
ployed by the University of California and Califor- 
nia State University systems. The grievance was filed 
against three employees in facilities management, 
one of which, Daryn Ockey, received a pay raise in 
January. 

The case is still pending, and since then three 
workers who were involved in the grievance have 
quit. All of them have been working here 10 to 20 
years, said Patrick Hallahan, chief consultant for 
SETC. 

Hallahan said Ockey was promoted to manager of 
building trades. Along with additional duties came 
the additional pay. 

“Two people in Facilities Services received 5 per- 
cent increases for equity and for assuming addition- 
al duties. One of them was a person who had been 
named in a grievance by one of the staff unions,’ 
said Kent Porter, associate vice president of Human 
Resources. 

Porter said these raises came into effect July 1, 
2008. | 

The filed grievance revolved around a number 
of alleged threats and reprisals from management 
directed to different skills workers within differ- 
ent shops on campus, including the paint shop, the 
sheet metal shop and the auto shop. The testimonies 
in the grievance stated Dayrn Ockey and two other 
facilities managers as the authors of these threats. 
Other employees within facilities management were 
involved, but their names have not been disclosed. 

“At other state agencies, when claims of a hostile 
work environment are made, people charged with 
this kind of harassment are terminated,’ Mullen 
said, sitting on the edge of his seat with a deter- 
mined look in his eye. “I will admit, since we've tried 
to: bring pressure on them, there has been a slight 
change, but the problem is still there.”

Athletics fee shows up again

Sacramento State’s _Athlet- 
ics Department has a $500,000 
budget shortfall and is asking 
students to help out during the 
upcoming Associated Students, 
Inc., election. 

On March 18, ASI board mem- 
bers voted to place a referendum 
on the April 28-29 ballot asking 
students to pay an additional $60 
over the next three years to fund 
the athletics department. 


Students have been paying a 
$62.50 fee in conjunction with 
tuition to fund the department. 
If the measure passes, the fee will 
be doubled. 

Director of Athletics Terry 
Wanless said if the fee increase 
doesnt pass, the department will 
seriously consider. eliminating 
athletic programs. 7 

Wanless didn't identify any pro- 
grams that might be cut, but said 
the department has estimated 
it would have to cut three pro- 
grams to properly fund the rest 


of the department. 

Deputy Director of Athletics 
Bill Macriss said the referen- 
dum will increase the athletic fee 
roughly $18 during the 2009-10 


school year, about $21 in 2010- 


11 and by approximately $24 in 
2011-12. 

He said one of the main rea- 
sons for the department’s budget 
shortfall is that funding for the 
athletic department, especially 
when it comes to scholarships, 
has stayed the same in the last 
couple of years. 


Macriss said the department 
was counting on a steady increase 
in enrollment among students at 
the university. As more students 
enrolled at the university, more 
money was paid to the athletic 
department through tuition fees. 
-He said the department didn't 
expect the cap in enrollment 
that has occurred within the last 
couple of years, which slowed 
down the funds it received from 
students. 

While this was happening, the 
department expanded its pro- 


oe 


grams and scholarships. 

Wanless attributes the increases 
in the athletic department to a 
campus-wide philosophy that 
student enrollment would keep 
increasing. | 

“There wasn't any official memo 
saying we need to grow, Wan- 
less said. “But there was a feeling 
throughout campus that enroll- 
ment could possibly go up to 
35,000 students.” 

Macriss said in 1995, about 91

Steffens was released on $15,000 
bail on March 25, according to the 
sheriff's department. 

Suji Dhillon, coach of the rec- 
reational volleyball team Steffens 
plays on, declined to comment, 
citing instructions from the Sac 
State Recreational Sports depart- 
ment.

student-athletes received scholarships at about 
$7,162 per student. Now, about 208 student-ath- 
letes are receiving scholarships through the ath- 
letic department at about $14,000 per student. 

He said the money is needed to uphold the ath- 
letic program and the scholarships offered to stu- 
dent-athletes. Without it, the school could possi- 
bly lose an important part of Sac State. 

“Think about having a beautiful house with an 
ugly front porch,’ Macriss said. “People would 
have an incorrect interpretation of your home. We 
don't want that to happen at Sac State with our ath- 
letic department.” 


Wanless said the retention and improvement of 


the athletic department is not just about winning 
games; it’s about improving the image and culture 
of Sac State and adding additional value to stu- 
dents’ degrees. 

Although a great athletic department isn't the 
only factor to improve Sac State, Wanless said it is 
an important factor. 

“Our goal is to give students a change to paint 
their face green and gold and rush the court af- 
ter winning a championship game,’ Wanless said. 
“The fee increase can help make this possible.” 

Wanless said the fee increase would help prevent 
future deficits within the department by building a 
solid athletic program that can be funded with ex- 
ternal dollars. Wanless plans on introducing more 
business sponsorships to Sac State sports teams 
within the upcoming years. 

ASI Director of Arts and Letters Andres Perez 
voted to place the fee increase on the ballot. He 
said the stadent-governmenthas' been expecting 
the athletic department-to ask for.a fee increase. 

He said the last time the athletics department 
asked for a fee increase was in 1995; no increase 
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has been requested since, 

ASI’s Vice President of University Affairs Felix 
Barba was the only member to vote no on adopting 
the referendum. 

Although he said he wholeheartedly supports the 
board’s decision, he felt this fee increase should be 
the athletics department's responsibility, not ASI’s. 

If passed, the fee increase will be placed under 
ASI’s Student Activity Fee, which will then go di- 
rectly to the athletic department. 

Barba said he wanted students to know the mon- 
ey is going straight to the athletic department, not 
ASI. 

He also said ASI adopted the measure because 
historically the athletic department has channeled 
fee increases through ASI. Barba believes this isn't 
the right way to do things. 

In the past, the athletic fee increases have led to 


_controversy within the student government. 


In 1986, ASI adopted a resolution to place a $13 
increase on the student activity fee, with $8 go- 
ing toward the athletic department. The increase 
passed and Donald Gerth, then-president of the 
university, adopted the increase. : 

In December 1986, the board placed a referen- 
dum on the fall election ballot to repeal the fee 
increases because a number of students sent com- 
plaints arguing that the voter turnout was poor, 
the referendum was poorly publicized and that it 
didn't have enough support among students. The 
repeal passed. 

According to memos between ASI and Gerth, the 
president did not respond to the repeal. The fee 
increase was mandated and ASI refused to pay the 
athletic department the increased funds because 
of.the.repeal. 

In“March 2007, David Burts, ASI’s president at 
the time, gave the increased fund money to the 
athletic department without the consent of the 
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board. The board quickly censured him. 

In the end, ASI decided to uphold the commit- 
ment of the initial feé increase. 

In 1995, the student government placed a mea- 
sure on the spring ballot increasing the athletic 
departments portion of the student activity fee by 
$45; the measure passed. 

For that increase, the department had to follow 
a contract that required providing free admission 
for students to sporting events, allocating funds to 
promote campus activities and having student-ath- 
letes achieve graduation rates similar to non-ath- 
letes. 

In 1999, then-Vice President of Student Affairs 
Sean South had doubts about whether the athletic 
department had upheld the contract, and proposed 


legislation to renegotiate the contract. 

“Basically, the students voted for this contract,’ 
South said in a May 1999 State Hornet article. “I 
just want to make sure the money is being spent 
properly.” 

Macriss said he remembered the incident and 
said the department quickly showed South and the 
board that it was in line with the contract. 

He said the relationship between the athletic de- 
partment and ASI is now solid and doesn't see any 
disruptions to that in the future.

will save taxpayers $94 billion 
over the next 10 years, according 
to a March 30 article by The (Fond 
du Lac, Wis.) Reporter. 

FFEL program supporters dis- 


agree with the savings estimates, 


and have said that private lenders 
: provide better customer service 
than the Department of Educa- 
tion. 

“The federal government 
thought that the lenders were 
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making too much money, Yama- 

moto said. “If you take away the 

incentives the lenders stop giving 
students benefits.” 

These benefits include offer- 
ing incentives to borrowers who 
make payments electronically and 
reduce processing fees. 

Yamamoto said that without 
the added perks to borrowers, the 
FFEL program loans have more 
disadvantages than advantages. 
Direct loans have a faster turn- 
around time for problem resolu- 
tion and quicker disbursements. 
This means students get their 
money faster. 

“Direct Loan funding is not tied 
to the students,.instead there is a 
big pot of money for the whole 
campus, Yamamoto said. 


The campus gives an estimate of 


how much money it will need and

Direct Loans gives the university 
that amount. Instead of having 
each individual loan amount re- 
leased at different times, the uni- 
versity will have funds available 
for all borrowers sooner. 

In the past year, the number of 
colleges and universities using Di- 
rect Loan funding rose more than 
50 percent, according to the De- 
partment of Education.

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In times of budget cuts and core class elimi- 
nations, it's important to examine what classes 
are necessary to keep at Sacramento State and 
which ones we could do without. 

As administrators prepare next year’s budget, 
The State Hornet would like to offer some sug- 
gestions on which courses should be cut instead 
of core classes students need to graduate. 

The Hornet suggests cutting some of the aca- 
demic activity courses, since those courses can 
count toward general education units, but are 
not required for students to graduate. 

Academic activity courses are physical educa- 
tion classes that teach the skills and knowledge 
of sports and physical activity. These courses 
include ballroom dance, folk dance, basketball, 
softball, etc. 

Granted, some of these activity classes can be 
practical and beneficial, such as self-defense 
classes and weight-training courses. However, 
as much fun as it is to take courses, such as 
beginning sailing, basic windsurfing and scu-

ba diving, it does not seem beneficial to keep 
them. 

Many general education class sections, such as 
English and economics, are being cut. As a re- 
sult, remaining sections become overcrowded. 
This makes it more difficult for students to get 
the classes they need in order to graduate on 
time. Larger classes also produce a bigger work- 
load for instructors who are less able to give stu- 
dents the attention they need. 

Some students end up enrolling in classes that 
do not relate to their majors but still count to- 
ward their graduation requirements. This is 
quite a cumbersome way to complete college. 

Fred Baldini, chair of the kinesiology and 
health science department, stresses the impor- 
tance of students enrolling in academic activity 
courses because it is a way for students to stay 
physically fit amidst rampant obesity. 

“These activity courses are just as important 
as any other course offered at Sac State, along 
the same level as English, arithmetic and mu- 


sic, Baldini said. “Not only do these classes 
teach students the fundamental skills of staying 
physically fit...but it’s extra motivation for stu- 


dents to take an activity course. When students 


take an activity class, it forces them to attend 
the class and participate in it physically.” 

Milica Zivanovic, a member of Sac State’s 
women’s tennis team, said she likes the idea of 
having recreational sports clubs but does not 
feel there is a need for academic courses, es- 


pecially if there is limited availability for core’ 


classes students need to graduate. 

“I can practice yoga or lift weights at the gym 
on my own, you know,’ Zivanovic said. 

Several academic activity courses offered at 
Sac State crossover with many of the Recre- 
ational Sports clubs offered on campus. For ex- 
ample, Sac State offers an instructional Capoeira 
course when there is also a Capoeira club. The 
club essentially offers the same benefits and ac- 
tivity level as the course, if not more. Capoeira 
is just one of many examples of academic activ- 


ctivity classes are unneccesary 


ity courses that crossover with Rec Sports clubs 
and are unnecessary. 

Students will also have an opportunity to pur- 
sue physical activities at “The Well’, the state- 
of-the-art recreation and wellness center that 
is under construction and slated to open in fall 
2010. The center will provide students, faculty, 
staff and alumni with numerous amenities, such 


as a four-court basketball complex, an indoor © 


running track and a student health center. 

The administration needs to make sure that 
core general education class sections are pro- 
tected from the chopping block. These sections, 
especially in English, mathematics and science, 
should be kept as small as possible so students 
can get the attention they deserve from their in- 
structors. 

The Hornet is not saying that Sac State students 
should not enjoy themselves and have fun aca- 
demic activity classes available to them. How- 
ever, these classes should be the first cut when 
the university faces tough economic times. 
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I didn't know what to expect as I crossed over 
the railroad tracks into Sacramento's Tent City. 
Part of me was afraid and reluctant. Part of me 
was excited and curious. More than anything, 
I didn't know how they would react to me. 
“They” being the homeless. “They” being the 
outliers of society. That was my first mistake. 
“They” are just like the rest of us. 

Tent City has been a primary focus of nation- 
al media in the past few weeks. 

City officials have announced the area will be 
cleared out by the end of April. The city plans 
to move some 150 Tent City residents to the Cal 
Expo fairgrounds, where they will be provided 
with shelter until the end of June. 

“We cannot look away and pretend like this 
does not happen, because it is happening and 
we must take action,’ said Gov. Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger, according to a March 27 National 
Public Radio story. “And that is why we are do- 
ing all we can to do right by the people who are 
living in these difficult circumstances in these 





difficult times,” 


While officials may think this decision will’ 


help people, residents of Tent City don’t seem 
to agree. 

John Kraintz, a Tent City resident and spokes- 
man for the Sacramento Homeless Organizing 
Committee, has become an active representa- 


- tive for the homeless. 


“We can make new dance clubs. We can 
make a park for dogs. But we can’t make room 
for people who don't have anywhere else to 
go, Kraintz said. “This is a perfect example of 
how our government is not responsive to their 
people.’ 

SHOC is currently working on a lawsuit 
against the City of Sacramento for taking away 
property of the homeless people without prior 
notice. 

It's not just the government that doesn’t know 
how to respond to homelessness. Society has 
always discriminated against the homeless and 
separated them from the rest of society. 

Charles Varano, a sociology professor with a 
focus in urban sociology, believes the govern- 
ment has unjustly disparaged the homeless and 
created a blurred distinction between the de- 
serving and undeserving poor. 

Even the media have contributed to the dis- 
crimination against the poor and homeless, 
Varano said. 

Although many people have attributed this

surge of homelessness to the recession, it is 
important to realize that this is nothing new. 
There has been and always will be a homeless 
population. Although we cannot change this, 
we can change the unjust treatment of these 
people. 

One solution, Varano said, could be a home- 


less bill of rights. This bill would provide “pro- 


tections against the temporary fixes we have 
seen historically, and protections against the 
damages inflicted by an out-of-control market 
system that privileges property over and above 
persons.’ | 

While Kraintz believes the government needs 
to change its priorities, he would also like to 
see more homeless people stand up for their 
rights. 

Until then, we can at least respect the living 
spaces that these people have created for them- 
selves. Many of the residents of Tent City have 
worked hard to preserve a sense of home and 
family in this encampment. 

Boyd Zimmerman and Christina Hopper 
have been Tent City residents for eight months. 
Zimmerman, who went to Sacramento State 
and-has a job, plans to leave the camp as soon 
as possible. 

“We try to keep ourselves feeling like we have 
a home,’ Zimmerman said, as he and Hopper 
invited me into their tent and offered me pas- 
tries that had been brought to them earlier by 
a friend. 

And that is exactly what it felt like. It felt like 
visiting someones home for the first time. Like 
any other hosts, they were polite. They were 
civil. They were anything but crude and indeli- 
cate like the stereotypes so many of us believe. 

Moving these people to a short-term shelter 
will only make matters worse. We cannot con- 


tinue to uproot people who have already lost 


so much. We don't need any more temporary 
fixes. We need a permanent solution. 

While society may know these people as 
homeless, Tent City has become their home. 
Only by being forced out of this area will they 
truly become homeless.

After a not-so-exhaustive search the Kentucky 
Wildcats have managed to catch the next coach 
for their mens basketball program. It was former 
Memphis coach John Calipari that took the bait of 
this “dream job” and will now have to deal with all 
the elements that come with it. Now that he's been 
hooked, should he fail to deliver the trophy that Ken- 
tucky fans are looking for, he will be gutted and fried 
rather than peacefully released -back into the world 
of college basketball. 

Kentucky Basketball isn't just one program out of 
many: It is the definitive program in NCAA men’s 
basketball. Just like the Yankees, Lakers or Cowboys, 
it plays host to an environment where only winning 
is acceptable and each loss has its consequences. 
The standard is set higher in these environments, 
the margin for error is paper thin and even as a new 
comer you must show immediate results. 

So why take a job where everyone knows the deck 
is, stacked against you? Sure, the Wildcats represent 
the largest paycheck in the sport, but do you really 
want to gamble your future on an income that may 
not last but a couple years? Kentucky was the win- 
ningest program in the sport's history but it hasn't 
made a trip to the Final Four in more than a decade. 
Patience is wearing thin and Calipari clearly thinks 
he's the man with the answers. 

What if this job offer doesn’t turn out to be the 
golden ticket Calipari thought it was? In an era 
where a school’s reputation is meaningless and it 
means more to recruits and the athletes that you 
manage to move around the professional ranks in 
less time than ever before, leaving a successful pro- 
gram is just plain foolish. There was a time and place 
in which the Kentucky program would have attract- 
ed talent on tradition alone. Gone are the days when 
the Wildcats needed to only pick which high school 
hoops starts they wanted on their team. 

Today, incoming athletes base their decisions on 
coaching staffs, existing rosters and facilities that 
will place them among the best and most successful 
players with the greatest chance of going pro. Twenty 
years.ago it may have been difficult for scouts to keep 
track of programs tucked away in every nook and 
cranny of the United States, but today the profes- 
sional industry is so bloated that it’s not at all diffi- 


oes to fill 


cult for teams of scouts to keep their collective eye on 
our nation. If you cant send a qualified scout to all 181 
Division I-A schools, you can catch them on one of the 
many TV networks and do follow up in person. 

Now, it’s true that this is a pay raise for the former 
Memphis Coach, but not in the way that it would have 
been 10 years ago. Like everything else in the sport 
this is changing too. As things become more and more 
competitive, programs that want to keep up have been 
increasing their payroll. Successful coaches make suc- 


‘ cessful coach money. Trading current success for an 


improved starting salary with insurmountable odds is 
also foolish. No matter your profession, why would one 
give up an excellent job with good pay for an improved 
salary with increased hazards that do not scale to your 
benefit? Greed perhaps? 

Someday Calipari’s time as a Kentucky coach will 
come to an end and if it happens sooner than later he 
will have earned nothing but a new reputation for him- 
self. Currently, this guy is known as a winner. He is 
successful and people want to play for him. However, 
if he finds himself out of work in a couple years he will 
be the guy that didn't have what it takes to deliver on 
games biggest stage and every time he sits down for an 
interview. people are going to know. Sure, he will find 
work, but not as the capable hero that he is now. 


What program that is building a winning tradition » 


and is looking for “that guy” who can come in and 
push them over the top. would hire someone who has 
proven only to be failure under the brightest light? I'm 
sure Calipari would find a home, but from a school 
looking to rebuild? 

In Memphis, Calipari leaves behind a school that 
loved him and a campus that was scaled to his fame. 
He was a rock star there and loved by the fan base. The 
school was expanding the program based off what he 
had created. He was recruiting successfully and earned 
a number two seed in the NCAA tournament this 
year. His team made it to the Sweet 16 and fans had 
every reason to believe that next season would be an 
improvement.

Rituals can be tool 
for teams to focus

Team chants, team prayers, mo- 
tivational text messages, team- 
mates greeting each other in dif- 
ferent ways; these are just some 
of the many forms of team rituals 
that some of Sacramento State's 
athletics teams practice ae 
their games. 

Most of these rituals are 'moti- 
vational and they help the players 
stay focused during games, while 
some are just routine or even re- 
ligious based. The one thing they 
all have in common is that help 
earn the magic “W”. 

For the baseball team, they don't 
necessarily participate in a spe- 
cific chant, ritual or have any su- 
perstitious habits to practice. In- 
stead, certain players participate 
in a team prayer before the start 
of each game. 

During the prayer, the players 
ask God for strength and guidance 
and they also pray that they can 
honor God throughout the game 
and be thankful for the outcome 
of the game, win or lose. The play- 
ers who participate in the prayer 
predominately have a Christian 
faith, 

Junior Josh Powers said that he 
prays with the team to. ask for 
God's blessings and to give him 
the glory when playing. 

“We play in honor of him (God)” 
Powers said. 

Junior Tim Wheeler said that 
other teams pray as well, especial- 
ly when there is a group of players 
who believe in the same faith. 

“Its common among other 
sports teams to pray, Wheeler 
said. “There's a group of us who 
have the same Christian faith 
and God is the number one rea- 
son why we get together and give 
thanks to God.” 

Head coach John Smith likes the 


fact that his players participate 


in a team prayer, but he does not 
ever obligate anyone to take part 


in it. 

“I think it’s a great thing that they 
pray before every game,’ Smith 
said. “Its not my place however to 
force any of the guys to take part 
in the prayer, but I think prayer is 
a good thing to have.” 

The womens tennis team have 


more simple forms of rituals, 


which mainly consist of chants 
and shout-outs to other team 
members during matches. 

Before each event, the players 
would gather in a huddle, put their 
hands in the center and shout their 
team cheer. Sometimes the players 
acknowledge each other by shout- 
ing their names and yelling “GO 
HORNETS!” or “GO SAC!” 

“Sometimes when I’m doing 
well against my opponent, other 
teammates would cheer me on for 
encouragement, junior Alieen 
Tsan said. 

The senior players on the team 
would also send text messages 
of encouragement to their team- 
mates. 

“I would get text messages from 
the seniors wishing me ‘good luck’ 
before each of my matches,” soph- 
omore Milica Zivanovic said. 

If there is one team where it al- 
most seems like it cannot func- 
tion without rituals, it is Sac State's 
softball team. 

Between innings, the players 


would grab onto a short rope with 


pieces of carved hands attached 
onto the rope. Each of the hands 
has a player’s name on it symbol- 
izing the concept of the: players 
holding onto something when 
on. a cliff. The idea of “the rope” 
is to not give up and to persevere 
throughout the game. 

“When everyone is in a huddle 
(the players), I'll ask them, ‘Is ev- 
eryone holding onto the rope?” 
head coach Kathy Strahan said. 

Also, every player has her own 
unique ritual that she would do 
before and during each game. 
Freshman shortstop Desiree Bel- 
tran has a ritual that she does ev-

A lesser known but very differ- 
ent sporting term can be found 
in volleyball. A team is allowed 
one player in its 12-person ros- 
ter to be the libero. This player is 
allowed to move around the‘en- 
tire back row but cannot make 
any offensive moves, like setting 
or spiking. The word libero (lib- 
AIR-oh) comes from the word 
“liber” which means “free” in 
Latin. 

Sophomore communication 
studies major Jillian Sayles thinks 
the word libero might mean lib- 
erty, which is very close to the 
actual definition: free. However, 
her thoughts on the word’s ori- 
gins are a bit farfetched. 


“It's derived from the Swedish 
game called ‘Little Toe,” Sayles 
said. “The natives would have a 
foot race only using their pinky 
toes.” 

When asked where the word 
sack in football comes from, ju- 
nior social science major Kris- 
tina Norsworthy said, “I dunno 
where.

A month later he sent out e-mails to all of the subscribers 
to his blog asking them to mail in their anonymous secrets to 
him under two conditions: the secret has to be true and it has 
to have never been spoken to anyone before. 

Receiving more than 150,000 postcards at a rate of about 
1,000 a week, Warren has chosen to post 20 or so anonymous 
secrets on his postsecret.com blog..

“I read it every Sunday morning before I go to work,’ he 
said. “Some of them are hilarious, but a lot of them are really 
messed up and sad.”

Death can happen suddenly, and 
is sometimes unexplainable. Those 
who are at a vulnerable age when 
someone close passes away may 
find it hard to deal with the situa- 
tion. 

For Monica Barba, junior soci- 
ology major, the scenario was no 
different-when her mother passed 
away. Barba was only 18, and a 
freshman in college. 

“I lost my mom when I was 
young, and I wish I had a support 
group that would have helped me,’ 
she said. 

Although Barba said her family 
was there for her during her time

of mourning, she thought ‘talking 
to someone who experienced the 
same situation would have helped 
her understand what she was going 
through. 

At 18, Barba was at the point in 
her life where she wanted to go 
away to college and break. away 
from the high school scene; said 
she was torn. Her mom was suffer- 
ing from thé chemo treatments and 
it was too soon to leave her. 

“For. me, my mom was sick in 
2002, and it continued all the way 
to my first year in college. I was 18 
and ready to do my own thing, but 
my mom wanted me to be close so 
I decided to go to a community col- 
lege,” Barba said. 

She began to think that she 


was the only one who was going 
through the pain of slowly losing a 
loved one. 

“I was super depressed...1 com- 
pletely secluded myself and didnt 
get involved,’ Barba said. 

Barba decided to pioneer some- 
thing that she thought would be 
beneficial to anyone who had ever 
lost someone and was in need of ex- 
tra support. She organized the Na- 
tional Students of Ailing Mothers 
and Fathers club, and became the 
president of the club here at Sacra- 
mento State. 

Barba was looking through a psy- 
chology magazine and saw a story 
about the AMF and felt that she, 


along with many other students, 


could relate to the organizaton. It

was then that she decided that Sac 
State needed an AMF. 

The AMF was first established on 
the east coast at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. California currently has two 
chapters, one at the University of 
California Berkeley, and the other 
at Sac State. 

AME helps students cope with the 
death of a loved one in whatever 
way possible and gives them some- 
body to both relate and talk to. 

“We would hope that there (are) 
a lot more people out there who 
would like to have a support team,’ 
Barba said. 

So far, there are only four mem- 
bers, Barba said, but the club would

Nicole Scanlan, one of the PRIDE Center coor- 
dinators, thinks it’s amazing to have all of these 
organizations on campus supporting PRIDE 


Week. “It really is a testament to just how diverse 
Sacramento State is and how supportive campus 
entities are of the LGBT community,’ she said. 

Alexa Harris, who is also a PRIDE Center co- 
ordinator, said PRIDE Week events are open to 
everyone. 

“It’s for everybody. All of the events are either 
queer-themed or have a queer person involved 
somehow in the event, but it’s for everybody to 
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attend,’ Harris said. “Everybody can find some- 
thing valuable in every performance.’ 

Many people can learn lessons from this week's 
PRIDE events whether it’s bringing light to so- 
cial issues, breaking down stereotypes, or con- 
fronting gender. 

On Monday, an event called the Gay Bash was 
held in the PRIDE Center. The event, which had 
never been tried at Sac State before, allowed the 
co-sponsoring organizations to mix and mingle. 
It also gave LGBT students the opportunity to 
get to know their core-friendly resources on 
campus. 

Junior anthropology major Jason Krantz, who 
is part of the LGBT community, thought the Gay 
Bash was a good way to start off the week. Krantz 
thinks it is very important to have LGBT students 
meet supportive organizations on campus. 

“It gives common ground, Krantz said. “I 
haven't participated in any school organizations 
before today, but I decided to come in. I felt like 
I might have a better opportunity to relate to 
people here.” 

Rebecca Adler, a grad student majoring in 
Teaching English to Speakers of Other Languag- 
es (TESOL), said the Gay Bash was a fun open-

In this troubled economy, mastering in- 
terview skills is essential in order to get 
a good job. However, having a profes- 
sional and superior look at that interview 
is something that could give you a leg up 
in a competitive job market. 

Luxe Salon and Spa in Sacramento is 
lending a hand to Sacramento residents 
by offering a free hair style and make-up 
application to those going on a job inter- 
view. Salon owner and Sac State alumna 
Tennison Longs hopes that by offering 
these services, people will feel better and 
have confidence going into their inter- 
view which will give them an advantage. 

Luxe stylists said they've had a lot of cli- 
ents tell them they've lost their jobs and 
are struggling to find new ones. Some 
stylists also have clients who are fresh 
from college and are under pressure to 
get a good job. 

The anxiety that builds when a person is 


going on an interview is what sparked the 
idea for the promotional campaign. ‘The 
Luxe team came up with the idea together 
one day at a staff meeting. 

“We decided that we wanted to do 
something to get people in the salon and 
help out because of the economy and be- 
cause people are going on interviews af- 
ter having lost a job, said salon manager. 
Bernadette Bettis. 

At the staff meeting, stylists then be- 
gan to brainstorm ways to make it an 
even stronger campaign. “We have styl- 
ists that are really excited about doing 
makeup and someone had said “Well we 
can always offer to do a hairstyle for an 
interview. Someone else had said, “What 
about putting makeup with it?’ Then one 
of the stylist said, ‘It’s like ‘pay it forward’ 
for free,” Bettis said. 

Long was so inspired by the “Pay it For- 
ward” movie reference that he came up 
with the campaign's name: “Style it For- 
ward.” 

“The idea came up so organically,’ Long

said. 

Bettis believes that this type of cam- 
paign is exactly what people need right 
now. “I think it.is really a fun idea, Bettis 
said. “Everyone wants to do something to 
help because they understand how hard it 
is right now.’ 

The campaign began a couple weeks ago 
and doesn't yet have an ending date. “We 
will see how it goes. Definitely for a couple 
of months because I don’t want to have it 
come out in print in a monthly magazine, 
like Sacramento Magaizine, and have it 
not going on anymore, Long said. 

Monica Ramos was Luxe’ first client 
to receive the “Style it Forward” services. 
Ramos works part-time for her daughter's 
school and is in search for a full-time job. 
She was getting ready for an interview for 
an administrative/clerical position. 

“In times like these people should do 
nice things,’ Ramos said. “It just goes to 
show that there are still people out there 
that do care.” 

Ramos heard about the “Style it For- 
ward” campaign through “Good Day Sac- 
ramento” and called to make an appoint- 
ment to better prepare herself for her 
upcoming interview. “It’s important and 
it makes people feel good. I am going to 
go in there with confidence,’ Ramos said. 

Ramos’ stylist Kat Brown understands 
how hard the job market is right now. “I 
know I was out there searching for a job 
not too long ago. I applied at a coffee shop 
and there were 200 other people that had 
applied, and that is just a coffee shop,’ 
Brown said. “Anything that can give you 
an edge over that and can make you feel 
good is worth trying.” 


Being a part of the “Style it Forward” 
campaign makes Brown feel like she is re- 
ally doing her part to help out in this difh- 
cult time. “It feels good to help people out 
and make them feel pretty,” Brown said. 

Is Luxe taking a financial risk by giving 
away free services? Bettis does not think 
so, “Its mostly time that is being given 
away. We dont think it will do negative 
because the amount of time it takes to 
just help somebody style their hair is not 
much, we are not doing extravagant stuff,” 
Bettis said. | 

Long agrees that the campaign can only 
help and not hinder the salon: “We have a 
big salon, there are stylists that have time 
between their appointments, so the whole 
concept is get people into the salon.” 

Luxe believes that looking good and 
feeling good about yourself will help 
when you are going on an interview. “It is 
more of a feel-good thing. You are going 
to look good so it is going to make you 
feel more confident,’ Bettis said. 

Long agrées that having the right look 
can be beneficial to someone. who is 
trying to be hired, “It will instill more 
confidence which is a huge factor in the 
interview process,’ Long said. “Your ap- 
pearance is crucial in the economy be- 
cause everybody needs a slight edge.” 

Another great aspect of the service is 
that clients will be taught how to do their 
hair and makeup for the professional 
world. “It is also like a consultation be- 
cause these guys are professionals so they 
can give people tips, tricks and shortcuts,’ 
Long said. 

Long knew from a previous campaign 
that not all people know what look is best 


for them. “We have done something in 
the past where we did a free styling before 
you went out at night and a lot of people 
don't know how to style their own hair. 
They will style curly hair the way thin 
hair should be styled,’ Long said. 

Bettis is hopeful that by having people 
come in for a free service they will think 
about coming back to the salon in the fu- 
ture, “Maybe they will want to come back 
because we have a great group of people 
here and it is a nice environment too,’ 
Bettis said. 

Luxe Salon and Spa, like almost every 
other business, has felt a financial im- 
pact because of the dwindling economy. 
“People still get their hair done but they 
wait a longer amount of time in between 
to get their hair done or they will get less 
done,’ Bettis said. “They will pull back on 
things like pedicures or things like mas- 
sages, too.” 

The campaign has Luxe employees ex- 
cited for what it might bring and what 
kind of impact it could have. “It is excit- 
ing because it gives you that good feeling 
to know that you are helping out,’ Bettis - 
said, “The idea of helping someone out 
is something that needs to happen more 
especially with how the economy is and 
how everything is going in America, pull- 
ing together is probably the best thing.”

school supplies for needy children 
- in the Sacramento area. 

“We were able fill about 400 back- 
packs at the last Project Backpack 
program and we hope to be able to 
fill in more this year,’ biology major 
Stephen Aguirre, vice president of 
volunteer coordination and one of 
the organizers of the wine-tasting 
event said. 

The event is hosting wineries from 
all over the state. One of these is 
first-time participant Barefoot Win- 
ery and Bubbly, from Modesto. 

“It’s great,” said Jenniffer MacDon- 
ald, a Sac State alumna. “Barefoot 
donates to non-profit organizations, 
so we were happy to help out.’ 

Pyramid Brewery is anewcomer as 
well, and also the first brewery to be 
featured at the event. 

“We're excited to be representing 
not only our brewery but the brew- 
eries in the area as well,’ manager 
Leila Hammons said. 

Besides wine, attendees can also 
participate in a number of other 
activities. For example, Mellow Me 
Out will offer its expertise with 
manicures and massages. Some of 
the most anticipated restaurants by 
Pre-Dental Association members 
are Tokyo Fro’s sushi and cupcakes 
from Cupcake Craving. 

Others enjoy how the event brings 
club members closer together. 

“There are so many of us that a lot 
of members don't really know each 
other, said Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Namphuong Nguyen, biology- 
chemistry major. “This way we get 
to talk more and get to know more 
people in the organization.’ 

With so much riding on the tast- 
ing, coordinating the event can be 
daunting. For Aguirre, there has 
been a definite improvement in this 
‘area - something that affects him di- 
rectly. 

“We have about double the num- 
ber of club members from last year,” 
he said. “With more people to help, 


the amount of effort that goes into 
the event is different.” 

However, the main difference from 
last year is the promotional direc- 
tion the group has decided to take. 

“We're really trying to market on 
campus,’ said Chief Financial Offi- 
cer Jennifer Castro, biology major. 
“And that’s different than what we've 
done before.” 

In the past, most attendees were 
local dentists and Sac State faculty. 
This time around, the association 
is hoping to raise awareness to the 
students - not only for those at Sac 
State, but from the other colleges 
and universities around the area. 

Like all programs, organizers did 
experience roadblocks this year. In 
past years, the Pre-Dental Asso- 
ciation has completed the require- 
ments needed, such as attending 
Sac State’s mandatory workshops on 
organizing and conducting an event 
on campus.

“We finally got what we needed to- 
gether and hope for a successful and 
fun event,’ Manton said. 


Although they enjoy the experi-_ 


ence and fun, association members 
remain focused on their goal: to 
raise money to help the community. 

“It’s an event where you arent do- 
ing it to yourself, you're doing it for 
others,” Bruce said. 
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Angela Rodriquez, sopho- 
more business major, remem- 
bers the first time she visited 
postsecret.com. 

“T was scrolling down through 
the postcards and I came across 
one that said ‘I am the happiest 
I have ever been...ever’ and it 
made me smile,’ she said. “At 
that moment I realized I was 
unhappy, and it made me strive 
to be a happier person’ 

Warren allows his readers to 
leave comments under each 
postcard; they are often words 
of encouragement, some even 
express “I’ve been there” mo- 
ments. 

For example, a postcard of his 
website writes, “Just because 
you deny the abuse, doesnt 
mean I will ever forget.’ Un- 
derneath is an anonymous e- 
mail response, “His denial was 
starting to make me forget, 
thank you for reminding me 
that my secret is real.” 

As for reporting secrets that 
reveal self-mutilation or vio- 


lent crimes, Diana Combs, dis- 
patcher with the Sacramento 
Police Department, said the 
circumstances would have to 
be pretty specific to convict 


someone. 

“We have a division called 
the high-tech task force and if 
something came up along the 
lines of a violent crime they 


would at least be able to find 


the IP address,” she said. 

She said the police depart- 
ment gets anonymous calls all 
the time that are of no good 
use, so finding an anonymous 





random crime, like on “post- 
secret; shouldn't be taken seri- 
ously. 

Warren has published four 
“Postsecret” books. His fifth 
book, “Postsecret: Confessions 
on Life, Death and God; will 
be released in October. 

Ron Roberts, bookseller at 


Barnes and Noble bookstore, 


said he sees all kinds of people 
buying Warrenss books. 

“Td say there is a wide array 
of people that come in, usually 
people in their early 20s; a lot 
of college kids,” he said. “But he 


reaches a pretty broad crowd of 
people.” 

Roberts said the sale of “Post- 
secret” books have been steady. 

“The first month his books 
come out they are on the best- 
seller’s list. After that, they re- 
main consistent,’ he said. 

Warren reaches out to every 
kind of crowd: young people, 
old people, businessmen and 
women, widows, widowers, 
mothers and fathers and sol- 
diers, all the way down to peo- 
ple trying to find their way, all 
he asks is that you share your 
secret with the world. 

Whether 


any proceeds from his website 


Warren receives 
is unknown. He has, however, 
contributed $2,000 to.a suicide 
hot line charity, according to ~ 
his official website.

“T think it’s important to have PRIDE 
Week on campus. I’m straight, but I’m still 
here because I want to show my support,’ 
Adler said. 

On Tuesday, the Eighth Annual Gender 
Bender, held in the University Union's 
Hinde Auditorium, allowed students to 
gather and confront gender stereotypes 
and the gender dichotomy. A lot of the en- 
tertainment for the Gender Bender event 
included music, dance performances, po- 
etry reading, skits and monologues. 

Scanlan said the Gender Bender is not 
intended to be a cross-dressing event, al- 
though some people do come in drag. In- 
stead, the event lets students break down 
walls and show themselves as people with 
talents. 

“Its about people confronting social 
constructions of gender,’ Scanlan said. “It 
allows people to explore different sides of 
themselves, so discovering different parts 
of their identity.” 

Diane Francis, senior English major and 
one of the QSA facilitators said the Gender 
Bender is her favorite event. 

“It’s a lot of fun to kind of see people push 


their limits, try something new, and some- ' 


times embarrass themselves. It’s a little 
more involved as opposed to just watch- 
ing other people do something. It kind of 
gets everybody to try something out them- 
selves, which is nice,’ Francis said. 


Today, comedian Bridget McManus will 
perform at 6 p.m. in the Hinde Audito- 
rium. McManus, who has a popular video 
blog on AfterEllen.com, was on the cover 
of Curve Magazine, a magazine catering to 
queer women, in a 2008 Comedy issue. 

Harris said the PRIDE Center booked 
McManus last July. 

“She's just a great person and we think she 
fits in with the message of not only PRIDE 
Week, but the PRIDE Center very well and 
that’s the empowerment of people regard- 
less of their gender - their sexual orienta- 
tion,’ Harris said. 

Mikhail Chernyavsky, senior journalism 
major, will be a spécial guest opening for 
the Bridget McManus event (He is also The 
State Hornet’s online managing editor). 

Chernyavsky thinks that having comedy 
in a PRIDE Week event is great. 

“It’s a great way to convey information 
and you can educate people, but yet still 
keep their interest by entertaining them,” 
Chernyavsky said. 

On Thursday, a Good Vibrations Sex 
Workshop will be held at 6 p.m. in the 


_ Hinde Auditorium for ages 18 and over. 


The full title of the event is, “Physiology 
of pleasure and sex toys and gender 101,” 
which will discuss how to have safe, con- 
sensual sex with queer partners. The gen- 
der 101 will cover the spectrum of gender. 
Both coordinators said ID’s checked at the 
door will be strictly enforced. 

The last event for PRIDE Week, known 


as the King of Drags, will be at 6 p.m. on 


Friday at the Hinde Auditorium. This event 
will feature one of the most successful drag 
troupes on the West Coast, known as the 
Sacramento Kings of Drag Troupe, a group 
of biological women who take on the gen- 
der persona of men. 

Scanlan said the Sacramento King of 
Drags bring to light issues surrounding the 
queer community as well as occasional rel- 
evant political issues through dance, music, 
and lip-syncing. 

“They're also breaking stereotypes about 
gender because sometimes they play femi- 
nine men and sometimes they play mascu- 
line men, so they’re breaking down stereo- 
types about men in general as women who 
are dressing as men, Scanlan said. “You 
can learn a lot of lessons from that. 

Jade Baranski, a member of the troupe, 
said the Kings of Drag hope to spread 
awareness about the queer community 
through their performance. 

“We're really focused on spreading the 
love in the queer community? Baranski 
said. “We're one community bringing the 
community together.’ 

For those attending PRIDE Week events, 
free parking will be offered from Tuesday 
until Friday on the sixth floor of Parking 
Structure III.
